The Picture in Asia 

There is a. situation wliieli seems i nd adieva 1)1 e and 
intolerable to Amerieans, hut it is one which we have 
got lo My to learn to nndersiand and eomhul. We 
refer to the feeling of jinti-Amerieanism present in 
the Asia of today. We enn only think of wlint we 
have done to helj) tlie peofde t>n tlie rontineiit of Asia. 
Let look at tht^ sitiialion from their viewjioint for 
n moUH'Ot. To begin with theia^ are many Comnumist 
forces jit work doing tlunr liest at all times to foster 
a feeling of ha1i‘ed for A me idea. And we who cannot 
imdei'stiind what basis there is for hating us, should 
eonsidtu' well the cliarges placeil against us. Our 
eapitalistic system — our Wi?allfi, in eontras! to the 
meager poverty of Asia, is against ns. We are as- 
sociated with raeial diserimimition and also witii 
dieiator-type governments in Asia. Our reeent Me- 
(.Tirthyism episodes did nothing to lielp the situation. 
To many, Melhntliy tactics and polieies spell fascism. 
Then to toji all this the Asian (icople have often 
been remimle<l tliat it was the United States that 
used the atom hnmh, and used it against Asians. 

In the face of these cliarges, it is not too difTicull 
for the Russians to con vi nee the ]>eo[de of India and 
China ami the rest tliat the Americans are aggrcssoi's 
and that tltey wish to make war on Kitssia, ‘Dlie 
friend of the [K'ople. ** 

Fortunately, we have answers to the charges. Our 
diplomats are tryiTig to get them to the common 
people of Asia. Our answei's mu he found in ques- 
tions like Ihese: 

Would a people who desired the de.stniction of 
Russia have sent some 14 hill ion dollars worth of

Would a nation lliat wanted to eotupier the world 
have disbanded her armies almost out of existence 
at the end id' Worhl War II as we did? 

Would sncli a nation have offered to de.stroy all 
atoniic bombs and pool atomic information in an 
interiialional authority, [irovifled other nations agreed 
to do likewise? .\ml hereX a point to rememher. It 
was the who tested the first, hiftimfffn hoinh. 

Would a eomtilelely selfish, capitalistic nation have 
s]>ent 40 hillion dollars in rionuiiilitary aid lo otlier 
nations, some of tlemi fm'UH*r emmiies? 

if we are the vicious aggressor so tles(U'ibed, would 
we have sujpmrted I ml inn itideiKUulenee, urged dis- 
armament, reduced our military budget, and pro- 
posed peaeefu] pooling of atuniie energy among other 
things? 

The answers to Ihese (|uestions tell jiretty clearly 
who is an aggressor, who wauls [leare ami win* dues 
not. 

These are the facts. Ijot us help our U overt iment 
s[>read them. Let us contuiue to fight raeial dis- 
crimination jiTid the hitlebouml |)hilosophy of 
America and American momy and goods for Amcrh 
cans'* and the other narrow mirrded policies which

Pugilism gets its name from the 
Latin— in which “piigil’' is the 
dcscripti<m of “one wln» fights 
with Ids fists/* It has been as- 
sumed that the early Greeks and 
Homans were the first to si>onsor 
pngilislie eontestm However, eer- 
tain slabs of stone ex<*avated in 
Mesopotamia bear fignres showing 
two fighters stpuiring off, indicat- 
ing that men fought with their 
fists centuries before the Greeks 
anrl Romans. 

Little is known about the pngb 
listie arts as they were plied in 
^lesopotamia. However, miicdi is 
known about fist figiiting in 
Grei*ee and Rome from about 1000 
lit!* on.

L. r. 1, ST. 1,0 ITS. .MO.— The St. 

Louis hoiisiTiK authority occuint'S a 
imtail st‘cticm of the thint floor of a 
small (low mown office building’* Thei-e 
is a conijiarative small office force, 
hut many millions of dollars of builcL 
logs — -hfiuaiug projcGts in house 8t. 
IjiuU ciiizi^ns of smail incomes — orig- 
inate here. 

The housing units completed or 
under const riicUon are impressive. 
There have la^en seven si^pamie and 
tlifferent iirojects, consisting of Um 
separate buildings fmm two to 12 
stories In height. Thest^ cover over 
Ul5 acres of ground, and include 
play and recreation areas. Over 7,5Plf 
famtlies are housed in units which 
consist nf from one to fi\^e 
apartments. 

The St, Lmiis housing authority is 
headeii by an old friend of St, Louis 
union iatxsr. Jack (TTixile, who is ex- 
(Hmtive director r»f St. Louis and sur- 
rmiiuting territory, including East St. 
l.ciuis. 111. and many small towns on 
the cast ai<le of the Mississippi River. 

Before accepting the dii(*ctorship 
Ilf the aiithority, frTmile %vas the Di- 


rector of Puhlie Welfare for tliv City 
of St. Louis. 

The apartments which have heen 
erected with jnddir funiis are ex- 
tdusiveiy for the families in llu' low 
inconu* luackel. All rents arc luLsed 
on the family income, so a family oe^ 
copying a threedM-dj*iiom apartment 
may pay no more than a family in a 
1 wo-hed room a [tarlment . 

St, Louis is an old city, and so has 
a large area with old ililupidated 
hu] Mings , , , the wed I known slum 
and fringe areas. As c|uickly as 
sible, St, Louis authorities are tear- 
ing down thes(» areas to makt' imnn 
for new housing, 

.All of thi.s means a bigger and bel- 
ter city, and it also means millions 
(if dollars in wag*-*s for St, Louis 


laVior, rnion lalmr — all A.F.L*— is 
employ <‘d in the const ruction of these 
fi rejects. Naturally, the memlsMS of 
Lrjcal Union No. 1 come in for a 
large share of this work. 

Th(‘ cr instruct ion cost of the seven 
projects is almut 8U million dol Ini's. 
Rents for these apartments range 
fix»m $?Ui per month for two j>eop]e up 
to aliout $tHt for lurgi- families.

on ‘*Ri|jht-to-Work” laws matle by 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell in a 
speech at the C.LO* convention* We 
did not have to be told that there 
would Im* repercussions* Me was 
soundly berated by the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers, as was 
to lie expected* On the other hand 
we learii from l)rew rearsfin*s coL 
uinn in the New York Ihiily Mirmr 
imdi'r date of January 1*J, VJTu\ that 
Ri*prest*ntative Jatnes IttMis^fvelt, of 
Califoniia, has intrmiuced an amend- 
ment to section 14H of the National 
Labor Relations Act which at ju'esent 
permits the Individual states to pa,^s 
Ia\v53 banning the closed shop* The 
Roos4>vell amendment would annul 
.section 14B and forbid the individual 
states to hann the closed shop* Pear- 
son says it will be a Hot issue, and he 
isn't kidding* 

Again, this time on the negative 
side, we have another news item, 
under date of January 28, 1955, from 
Washington, that Fred A* Hartley, 
co-author of the Taft-Hailley Law 
and E* S* Dillard, president of the 
Old Dmninion Box Company of Char- 
lotte, North Carolina, announce the 
creatiem of a National Right to Work 
Committee with the aim of defending 
'"an .American citizen's right to hold 
a job without being forced to join 
a labor union*” You can take it 
from there* Mr* Hartley is president 
of the new organization and Mr* 
Dillard is chairman of the tioai’d* 

We surmise that because, to date, 
unemployment has not bt?en serious 
enough to give the T-H Law a chance 
to really get in its dirty work as it 


was hoiK'fl it would do, by its fram- 
ers and backci's, long before this, 
Mr* Hartley and hss backers have 
come up with this propaganda outfit 
to try to hasten the day by whit l ling 
away one state at a time and thereby 
using the old ruk of '"Divide and 
Conquer.” Mr* Hat'lley is no longer 
in Congiess and Mr- Dillard is from 
a state that is not note^l for its lib- 
erality towards organized labor* We 
sure take our bats off in salute to 
citizens of sueb stales, who have the 
courage to be union memlKUS in spite 
<»f the obstacles thrown in their way 
by these advocates of **vohmtary 
union members*" If a man wants to 
enjoy the conditions brought about 
by organized labor then he should 
be willing to do his part, as a mem- 
ber, to maintain and if possible im- 
prove these conditions* If a man 
wants life insurance he knows he 
must pay the pi^miuni* There are 
no fiee riders. Why should there be 
in labor organizations ? 

We note that President Eisen- 
hower, in hia ecoTiomic message to 
Congress, has asked for the minimum 
wage to be increased to the “large” 
sum of 9P cents an hour instead of 
the SI. 25 advocated by organized la- 
bor and some liemocratic members 
of Congress* OIT the record we won- 
der if be feare<l that he would no 
longer be able to go to Georgia to 
play golf if he advocated the higher 
amount* The Nation as a whole needs 
the higher ($L25) figure to prevent 
indust lies from shifting from a loca- 
tion where they prospeiefl, as their 
employes prospered and improved 


their com i it ions, to other states that 
offer low ’wages and little or no taxes 
as an imlucement* They feel no obli- 
gation to those that helptnl them Ix*- 
come successful nor compimction 
alxnil turning a flourishing commu- 
nity into a ghost town*

that is jmrtirularly true of Syracu-se 
w'hen^ the first arc SiKht was exhi- 
bited in The demonsti^lton was 

made by Professor Ant bony of Cor- 
nell univei^ity and the arc travel*Hl 
ucniSR the face of a block of cai’bon 
eiaht inches lonpr a ml threi> inches 
bri>ad. The elect ricily for it was pro- 


duced by u rlymnmt in the cellar of 
the Piertv, Butler and Pierce stores 
on South Snlina Sti'i'H in the old 
Weitinjj BkK''k, now the Lincoln Ka- 
tlona! Bank Building* 

The arc li^hl was <‘rected on the 
roof of the liuildimr^ — a rather low 
one, and fieoide the red us they 
would Tor a dmis. However, so little 
was thiiiiirh! Ilf its posRihility Hml 
the patii-rs jrave only u very few lines 
to the exhibition and the ofiicials of 
the local jras company shruj^ged it 
olT as a mere Uihomtory demonstra 
tion* In Octoln-r I8H2, the four stores, 
restaurant and o|>era house in the 
bii tiding wvrr? euulp|wd with a total 
of ‘21 open tyiie a IT lights with cur- 
rent still ludng autvplied by the dy* 
uamo in the cellar of the building. 
However, imlustrial j da ids and stores 
began to install individual generators 
to su|»ply curi'iuii for lights in their 
own establishnients and by the enrl 
of 1881 the city streets were illumi- 
nateii by a total of 100 arc lights 
that, according to the pafiers, *^made 
the streets us bright as day!" 

It IS liotf^d, however, that the con- 
tract with the city proviiied that the 
lights ivere to Im* turned on only when 
the calendar stnteil that the tnoon ’was 
not seheduled to shine! If it won* a 
cloudy night ami the moon was scheil- 
uled to shine^ the lights were not 
turned on aiifl propU- went their way 
with a kerosi^ne lantern* 

The first central power station was 
built for the Syracum^ Electric Light 
and Power rompiiny in 18K4 and was 
located cm Pearl Street, between 
Hickory and Willow Streets. This 
was a temtmrary structure and a 
IHi^rtnanont one was huill later on 
North Fiiitoti Street, whe^re the pres- 
ent company still maintains facilities* 
The- first incjindescenl latiiiis were In- 


st allied in 188^1. Thesc^ were npeiiiti'd 
from the uit lights ciiTuit and dubbcnl 
cook stove** because of the large 
resist unce box above each lamp* This, 
of course, was prior to the ilevelop- 
meid of the parallel system of dis- 
iribulion by the Thomas Kdison ("om- 
paiiy which stjon displaced the series 
method of tiistribvitkm and lighting 
as far as incandescent lumps wau'e 
concerned. The lighting business in- 
creased markedly up to 1888 but, be* 
tween that lime and 18112, it increast^l 
by leiipf. and Imunds* By IWXl the 
Fulton Slretd plant had a capacity 
of aj*c lamps, 2*1, (UMl incandes- 

cent lamps and 1,100 H*P* for the 
urn* of the new electric railway I hut 
had Ijegun to displace the old horse 
drawn cars* 

It is interesting io note that the 
first ilirect current comiimuid wmind 
<lytiamo made by Thomas Edison ami 
Ins ass<ieiatt‘s was installc-il in Ame.s 
Flour Mill on West Water Street, 
where it starved the needs of tin* mill 
for many years* The us^* of eh-ctricity 
for transmitting messages prt*ce<led 
the use for electric lights and i^ower 
hy many years and the first telegraph 
olRce was o|K*ned here in I84fi — two 
years l«Tore Syracuse was incor|ior- 
ated as a city* 

The Ndephone came to the city 
ulrtuil the same time as the electric 
light and two were installed by a 
locksmith — Frederick C* Brower, be- 
twi^n his shop on Ea*sl <’it*ne*‘w*e 
Si reel, and his home at riinton and 
JefTersoii Streets in iSTll* Thnnigh 
his efTorts, other busines*s men had 
phones installed and by 18711 there 
%vei*e 2oS listed in the dirertory. The 
first exchange was the Myers Ex- 
ehaiige ioeatixl in the tower of the 
Gridiey Building — now {occupied by 
the USF and G Insurance Comiiaiiy, 
unci one of the first two opera tors 
was Hose B. Tlichanlson who later 
assumefl the nianagemenl of a very 
siiiTessful electrical contracting ('«* 
tablishmeni located on the second 
fhior of the building now occupied 
by I hi' Wool worth Store on East Fny- 
etB' Streets Incidentally, our Business 
Managm* Bill Butler, can tell snme 
interesting stories of that establmh- 
ment and its management as he was 
one of the wiremen who t<mk orders 
from Hose! 

Another early operator of the 
Myers Exchange was Gi’mge J. 
Whelan who rose to financial fame 
as tire head of the country wide 
United Stores* These early electrical 
service companies have grown iirid I'X^ 
panded so greatly that lhi*y hear 
lit lie resf'mblance to the great i'stab- 
lishment.H of tmlay but our own or- 
ganization has growm with tfiein ami 
vve can feel justifiable pride in hav- 
ing- played an important part in the

At the present time there are 
17 states which liave tliia law on their 
statute books, and also at the present 
lime there is a concerted drive to 
aiid more states to this list. 

An analysis of the m format ion in 
the indicates that pi'odviction 

workers in manufacturing industries 
in states having this law bad an aver- 
age hourly income of $L53 as of Sep- 
tember, 1954. The same workers in 
the same industries in states not hav- 
ing this law hari an avernge hourly 
income of $1.83 as of September, 
1054. This indicates that an amend- 
ment to the phoney title is in order 
by adding the ^vords '*for money, a.s 
il is certain that the law does not 
afford fringe benefits to suripkment 
this necessary commodity such as, 
getting you a Job if you are unem- 
ployed, or indicate that the workers 
in the states having the llight-to* 
Work Law% have had their bargain- 
ing st length weakened by prohibiting 
basic union isecunty arrangements of 
their unions.

a local law film for the two plans. 

In the first, for an assessment of 
one dollar jier year per member, the 
law firm will handle all workman 
compensation and industrial accident 
cases involving our members. This 
service is complete, including all 
forms, i*e])t>rts, examinations and rej>- 
lesentation before the compensation 
commission where necessary. 

In the second, for an additional one 


dollar per year jjcr member, the law 
firm will give advice on any personal 
legal problem the member presents, 
excluding only legal problems per- 
taining to the rxtcnial or internal 
affairs of the local union ami the 
LB.E*\V, 

With building trades members, the 
two tdans are compulsory and the 
assessment: is automatic, hut the 

plans are also avuilahle to other 
classifications on a voluntary ba*sis* 
For instance, a marine wi reman may 
join cither or Iwlh [dans by signiing 
up and paying the assessment. Other 
local unions in oiir area have tried 
out lliese plans with unusual success 
and we are certain they wdll be 
equally successful for ua.

Farm Parity 
and Production for Living. Leader 
Dr. Robert Dunbai' MSC, Consult- 
ants Richard Shipman VI* ami Len- 
anl Kenfield Editor MFU. 

H was pointed out that a price 
sup poll ]irogram was necessai'y to 
staliilize the farm economy and that 
90 jiercent siqiport was desiiable and 
that the Biannan ]>lan would correct 
the biggest headaches of the past, 
because perishables such as potatoe*s, 
butter, meat and eggs were not sen- 
sibly adaiited to the old idgid pro- 
gram* The Branimn plan would have 
made such surplus commotHties avail- 
able to eoiisumer*s at lower prlceB 
ami would protect the farm income 
by direct jiaymenta. 

Mo*st of UR are confused by the 
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term pa tit y an the formulas are 
somewhat complicated, but the liasic 
idea is simple. It is based upon the 
price that wHl ^ive the fanner llie 
purchasing power now, that his price 
gave him at a previous period re- 
garded as fair. Unde Cy says it is 
this way: Parity means if a bushel 
of wheat would buy me a pair of 
overalls in 1910- PU4, a hnshel of 
wheat ought to buy me a pair of 
ov^e rails in 1954,

Uev, Edwin Randall, of the Ameri- 
can Friends ^lervice Committee 
(Quakers) addressed llie sui>per 
group. 

Uev. liandall gave an inspiring 
and Uiought-itrovoking address and 
urged war against hate, hunger, pov* 
city and disease, the biblical four 
liorsemeii. He said the apfyroximate 
world Hnenp was one third for war, 
one third for pc'uce and one third un 
decided. This latter one thiid such 
as in India, Africa etc., are the ones 
we must w-in, preferably by Chris- 
tian charitable means. He advocated 
individuals and organizations send- 
ing CARF] or CROP units to help 
these fieopie help themselves to aug- 
ment the assistance of the Point Four 
program of the United Nations for if 
they thus realize that we care that 
they are hutigiy we will refute the 
Red Lie. 

He stated that “This is a revolu- 
tionary world because we realize that 
ptHiple are more important than 
things.” He believes that if we are 
to have wmld peace it will be ac- 
complished hy the people. 

Fir pointed i.ml tile impo^islbllity lu 
defend the home countries hy the tra- 
diUomil weapons. He believes that a 
massive atomic strike could destroy 
our civilization and even if our im- 
mediate similar retaliation were suc- 
ces.sful there would be few of us to 
jirofit by it. It is lits liolief that the 
mass of rieople regardless of country 
desire ])eacc and that if we show 
Din gooti heart to those we can in- 
fiivi dually reach, this large third of 
imdecidetl sulfering people outside the 
iron or bamboo cuitain would be 
aligned with those of us of good 
faith to make a hettei* world for 
the common good. 

Legislative issues. .Attorney Charles 
Huppe assisted by Consultants Ernest 
Salva.s and Kiehanl tJhipman re- 
viewed legislative issues- 

Regarding the industrial Accident 
law he stated that when it first was 
adopted the beneficiary received 50 
to on percent of Kis weekly wage 
while incapacitated. Later changes 
by the legifilalure estahliKhed maxi 
mums which tended io continually 
I owe]- the actual assistance received. 
So now the amended hills have been 
to increase this tnaxlmuiu uamilly 
one to three floilai’S a wecfk to relieve 
the sulfering of those Involved. 


He stated that at present Montana 
was one of the three States that do 
not have coverage for industrial dis- 
ease. Now, in addition to silicosis and 
tamarack poisoning now the restau- 
rant workers, laundry people and 
others are bcfing poisoned by some 
detergents and other indust rial gases. 

It was hojwd that labor would take 
the initiative with protective legisla- 
tion instead of always having to de- 
vote alt it.s etTorts to the defensive. 

Kathleen McGuire of the Montana 
Federation of Teachers gave the sum- 
mary and evaluation in a commend- 
able mamier and the Institute was 
closed by President Umber of the 
Montana Federation of Labor.

Urge Cooperation 
From Local Candidates 

L. la;), SPRINGFIELD, ILL.— 

Here in Springfield we are in the 
mitlst of a city political campaign, 
involving some 40 aspirants seeking 
nominations for the positions of 
mayor, commissioners and police 
magistrate in the forthcoming pri- 
mary election, to btt held this Febru- 
ary. It is the policy of tliis local to 
be concerned with local politics, but 
not to actively interfere in them. 
However, in this case, we have thrown 
a monkey wrench right in the mid- 
dle of things. The Safety Committee 
representing the outside brunch of 
our local has impartially sent each 
candidate a personal letter asking 
him to please refrain from putting 
uiiyiMoie posters on the utility poles 
in our city. 

In these letters it was pointed out 
that the posters w^ere not only un- 
sightly and contrary to a city ordi- 
nance, but wcj'e also creating an ad- 
ditional safely hazard to the line- 
men who must work on the poles con- 
taining them. The practice of put- 
ting political posters on poles ha.s 
been going on here in springfidd foi' 
as many years as there have been 
poles to pul them on, and for that 
same number of years, linemen have 
cussed these same posters whenever 
mounting a pole that had them nailed 
all over it. 

Fhom time to time the local has 
put requests similar to those in the 
letters, in the daily newspapers, but 
it never seemed to do any good. This 
year things seem to be difTerent 
though. So far the Safety Commit- 
tee has received letters and personal 
pletiges fmm many of the candidates 
promising to abide by their wishes. 
Most of the candidatCB admit how 
ever that they have a whale of a 
iot of posters that they don^t know 
what to do with.

Substantial Increases 
Won by Local 292, Minn.

On December 29, Local 292 members 
got a 10 cent per hour increase. Our 
wage structure for journeymen wire- 
men then became $3.fl0 an hour. Ad- 
ded to that, we received 18 cents an 
hour for our vacation and holiday 
fund, eight cents an hour for our 
health and welfare plan, plus one 
percent to our pension plan, making 
our hourly rate |3.29 an hour with 
a 35 cent diffei*entia1 for foremen.

Hard-fought negotiations by 
Business Manager Joe Krech brought 
a decision from the State Labor Con- 
ciliator's Arbitrator, and as a result, 
the metropolitan wage rate is being 
paid. 

Although Christmas and New 
Years fell on Saturday, our Vaca- 
tion-Holiday Tnjstees authorized two 
paid holidays which AA*as a nice, un- 
expected AAdndfall. 

Since our Health and Wklfare 
Plan went into effect, members have 
receiv*ed more than a quai'tcruninion 
dollars in benefits. Recently completed 
negotiations at WMTN, Radio and 
TV Station, ga\"e a wage increase to 
technicians of $10.50 a week and for 
supervisory pex^soivriel, $15.00 a week. 
Business Represen tath’e Bob Goms- 
rud handled the negotiations. 

We're adding two newly retii'ed 
members to our pension list — Morris 
Rice and Thor Enebo, effective in 
February. Both of them have many 
years of faithful service to the elec- 
trical field and to our Brotherhood 
to their credit.

If we can keeT> 
an eye on these types of jobs, they 
won't fall into the hands of unquaH- 
fied labor.

That we 
have finished one step in life, merely 
means that we are ready to take 
another. Only when we lack the cour- 
age to begin all over again are we 
failures. With the above thought in 
mind I am convinced that will 

]irove to he a banner year for L, U, 
339, To bring this into being we 
must not lose sight of the fact, that 
good leadership is essential and there 
must also be full cooperation among 
the officers, the Executive Board and 
the husmess manager, am! all must 
have uppermost in their minds the 
good and welfare of the entire mem- 
bership entrusted to their care and 
guidance.

Albuquerque Landmark 
Scheduled ior Razing 

L. I , fill. Al.Hrqi KIUll K, N, MKX. 

— I have learned that historic I liming 
Castle, one of Albuquerque's land- 
marks* Is to he torn down. Huidng 
Castle, which means so much to the 
old time memlx'rs of Local fill, was 
for many years until his death sitmc 
years ago, the home of Arno Huning, 
the electrical contractor who was the 
lw*st friend memlH-rs of the LB.E*W. 
ever had in ,\!bui|uerquc. Arno Hun- 
ing worked members of the LB.E*W, 
for nearly 50 years* He never re- 
fusal to sign our agreements and 


htdped to get other contractors to 
sign. I heard him state some 10 
years before his death that he had 
worked members of the I.R.E.W. over 
40 years and during all those years 
he hari never lost one hour's time on 
account of labor troubles* Some 
record I think* 

Had he not stood by the local I 
douVit if the local could have enduix‘d 
through fiome of the hard times, as 
w>me of the other contractors would 
have made it hard for us to carry on. 
1 rememVa^r in the depression days 
when the Rank's Chamber of Com- 
merce insisteil on ciitling wages* 
-Also some of tlie general coni ractoi*s 
and electrical ciintr acloi-s put m much 
pressure on through the newspapers 
we hml to cut the wage scale from 
$Ui |jer tlay to |8 jier day* But Amo 
Huning stood pat and refiisefl to g<> 
along with the rules of thi^ contrac- 
tors and agreed to finish alt the old 
work at the old scale of $10. He said 
tbe men had always finished tbe old 
work at the old scale when they 
raised wages and he thought it only 
fair when they cut the scale that tbe 
memVrs shouli! get the‘ $10 scale on 
old work. Mr, Huning was never a 
memVKjr of the I.R.E.W. himself. 

I know Elmer 21emke ami nil tbe 
members who knew Arno Huning will 
be very sad when thi'y see the home 
their best friend lived in, being torn 
rlown* Many members Ihroughont the 
LB.KAV. who svorked for Arno Him- 
!ng will also feel badly. Mr* Huning 
passed away in this old home of his 
grandfather. 

Huning Castle was built in the 
years 1880-1883- hy the German-born 
P'ranz Huning who emigrate<l to this 
country in 1848 and settled two years 
later in Albmpierque where he he- 
came a prosperous businessman. Mr* 
Huning had hiH tmvered castle made 
of adol«‘ and wood and harl it deco- 
rated inside with hanil caiwcd wood- 
work and velvet drapes and outside 
with a grape arbor, fountain and im- 
pmteti trees to resemble tin* Bhine- 
lani] cafitle-eslati^s which he remem- 
l>ered. Franz Huning lived here 
until bis ileatb in PJfiT.

In the picture is the new RADET, or 
the Radar Antenna Dynamic Elec- 
tro-Mechanical Tester, which wa.«t de- 
signcfi and const njcted in the shop 
with the guidance and encouragement 
of CDR. G, M. Chafhn, executive elec- 
tronics officer. This ingenious ma- 
chine ha.H made it possible to conduct 
complete operating tests (in the 
shop) on ships' radar antenna* Per- 
sonnel involved can safely control aiirl 
record the test, well dear of the ro 
tating antenna. It has been so de- 
signe<l as to apply to all the current 
types and has speeded up as well as 
improved the testing procedure. Fur- 
thermore, the RADET has eliminated 
the necessity of additional rejiairs 
after reinslallation in its own system. 
The need for the latter could previ- 
ously only be determined after le- 
instailation aboard ship. 

For many years, we have to 

get our listing in the }.0. Diiectory 
changed from “Navy Yard,*’ l>ecaufi4* 
that listing was misleading. Many 
have supposed that **Navy Yard’’ 
electricians were sho[Mnen, only. To 
emphasize our inside wi reman work, 
building maintaining, ijowerhouse* 
manufacturing, motor work, etc., we 
sought a ’’government” listing the 
same as locals in other naval ship- 
yards around the country, .Also in- 
volved was the desire to organize 
employes in the electrical Jnduati^ 


in vai ious oilier Government agencies 
in tile metropolitan area, who were 
unmganiml. The LO, has approved 
our itHiuest to change our designa- 
tion to Government'’ and has ex- 
tended nur jurisdiction beyond the 
shipyard to include various Govern- 
ment agencies in the area of the New 
York Naval .Shipyard and its vari- 
ous annexes. 

Tliese changes have been our dream 
for a long timf* ami are now real. 
However, they did not become real 
without any elTort, .As a result of 
thi* elTorls of your officers and Ex- 
ecutive Board, Intt^rnational Vice 
Piealdenl Liggett s<*nt International 
Uejiresentative A1 Terry to assist us. 
Brother Terry and our local officials 
met many times to discuss the proh- 
lems and plan our moves. In con- 
necLion willi the new Electronic.s Div- 
ision, Brother A1 Terry and the local 
officials met repeatedly with the Bhop 
IIT men, .As a result of our meetings, 
we wrote fonnal requests to Inter- 
nal ionu I President Milne to pemiit 
^*R.A“ membership, re%'ise our desig- 
nation to "Governinent/’ and extend 
our Jurisdiction to other Government 
agencies. These requests were muit 
via Brother Teri'y and International 
A’ice President Liggett to Interna- 
tional Preaiilent Milne, Rixither Terry 
laid the groundwork, wrote a favor* 
able endorsement on our request, and 
expedited the whole project. Based 
on Brother Terry’s recommendation, 
Intel-national Vice President Liggett 
and International President Milne 
endnrseti and approved all the re- 
quests. We owe Brother Terry, and 
the others involved, a great debt of 
gratitude. We can pay it by helping 
in every way lt> organize our wider 
jurisdiction and so keep the promise 
we made that we would organize and 
givi’ service to the unorganized Gov- 
ernment eiTi]>loyea in the electrical 
industry. 

Oi-ganization is easier if the local 
gives service to the members. Here’s 
ii short repoil of some recent service 
by this local: (1) In December* the 
local wrote tc^ Brother Burrows of the 
LO. and to the Metal Trades Depart- 
men* of I he AFT., protesting a pro- 
jMisal to change P and E and pi*og- 
ressmen to per annum with eventual 
pay cuts. By mir efforts, this local 
heltH’d piwenl that change; (2) In 
January, we met wdth management 
to dlAciiss the plans to change iK»r 
annum inspectors to per diem. There 
\ve askerl that the inspectors either 
gtd pay increases or steps be taken 
to give them higher grades at the |>er 
an mi in rating; (.7) Our Work Com- 
mittee is taking steps to insure an 
adetpmte workload for as far ahead 
as early lOHd; (4) We are sponsor- 
ing a move to permit Government 
employes voluntarily to keep their 
group infill runce at the highest face 
value; even in the event of a reduc- 
tion in grade. F^or example, under 
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the eui reni reguUticms, with salaries 
(>ver ^fipOOO^ we pay premiums on 
$7,000, only to lose that hig:her cov- 
erage if mir pay is cut below $0,00fi 

If you appreciate what is Ijeing 
(lone, help ilo more of the same by 
comiiirr to meetings, volim tee ring for 
the muon's work, ami getting the 
fellow who works aloiigsifle of you to 
join.

Praise for Windsor 
Training Program 

L. r. 773, WINDSOR, ONT.— Amoiifr 
the many complex problems facing a 
local union in tlH»s4* troublesome times 
is the one of meeting a continuing 
demand for highly trained electric- 
ians. 

To meet this demand, this local has 
one of the heat apprentice training 
schemes, at least in my estimation, 
on the contimmt. 

To begin with, an entrant lo the 
trade is re<|inre4i hy the Ontario Ap- 
pi'eiiticeshtp Act to be indenturetl, 
either to a contractor or to the local. 
Each year of his apprenticeship (a 
total of four) an apprentice! has to 
attend an eight-wis^k training course 
sponsored by the Ontario Provindal 
Government and held in Tomato, On- 
tario, The Provincial Governmenl 
pays apprentices subsistance pay of 
$15,09 a week. Out of this appren- 
tices have to pay $12.00 a week for 
board and $2,08 for trans|)ortation, 
leaving them the princely sum of 
$1.01). The lad also has to jiay his 


dues, so it can readily he seen that, 
to mphrase "Gilbert and Sullivan," 
"an apprentice's lot isn't an 'appy 
lot," 

M’e come now to the part where I 
believe we go one better. The local 
supjdies iristrnctoi's ami rutiH a course 
of evening classes at The W, 1). 
Lowe Vocational School in IVindsor, 
which are obligatory for each appren- 
tice to attend. 

The instruction takes In all runres- 
sary branches of the elect I'ical traile, 
both theoretical and practical. There 
is an exceptionally well equipped 
workshop at the disposal of the 
students at the Vocational School. 
The com|dete course is based on the 
LB.E.W, instruction course, for which 
it is necessary for each student to 
purchase his own LR.E.W, text liooks. 

The complete apprenticeship period 
is accompanieti by 1st, 2nd, 8rd and 
4th year examinations conducted hy 
the local Examining Board. We have 
not at the moment a cahle-splicing 
course in oijeration, although, owing 
to the increasing amount of this type 
of work in the locality, I think a 
good deal of serious thought should 
be given to this subject by the. local. 
The same a])plii‘S to a courae on Elec- 
tronic Controls, a coming field in the 
contracting industry* 

I think that readers of the Jot hsml 
wdll agree with my statement at the 
beginning of this letter, that we have 
one of the finest training schemes, 
now^ that they have all of the per- 
tinent facts. 

Now^ for some news of our local* Sri 
far this year we have had only a few 
members on I be bench and then for 
only a' Aveek at the longest. I be- 
lieve the futm-e outlook for the local 
is bright. We have some largi* joIms 
going on at Ford and Chrysler, in- 
dustrial and residential expansion at 
a high level and our civic center site 
on the Detroit rU’er is being rapidly 
cleared but no dale as yet has been 
set for the start of con.st ruction. 

We have a new T.V, station under 
construction — CKLW-TV employing a 
goodly numlier of the l)oys and also 
rumoi-s of a large expansion at the 
salt mines in Ojihway. 

I regret to Inform the mi-mbera of 
the passing on of three of our Broth- 
ers, Al. Robhison, Joe Rohichiiud and 
Johnny Sheldon. Their passing heaves 
a void that will be difficult to fill.

Beloved Business 
Agent Dies Suddenly 

L. l . 873, KOKOMO, 1ND,— 1 sup- 
[joso in every press secretary’s life 
there comes a time when a sorrow 
has to be announced, hut this is the 
greatest one for this scribe in his 19 
year.s as F*ress Secretary. On Decem- 
ber 29, 1954 Kokomo 1-ocal 873 lost 
its beloved business agent, Brother 
Norman E. Bourne or "Nonn" as he 
was known to us all, 

Mr, Bourne had just finisherl a 
legislative conference of the State 
Federation in Indianapolis and was 
seemingly in good spirits, except for 
being vei*y tired. But upon arriving 
home a long-time heart ailment struck 
him and he died en route to the bos- 
pHah 

Mr* Bourne was born in Wheeling, 
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Wiist Virginia ami came with his 
family to Kokomo at the age of three 
years ami spent his entire life in 
Kokomo* He had belonged to the 
I*B*E.W, for 37 years and was part 
time hiisiness agent for several years 
and finally in 1942 was elected full 
time business agent, which post he 
held until his death. He was buried 
December 23, 1954 in Memorial Cem- 
etery in Kokomo. “Norm” leaves a 
widow and five children to mouni his 
passing. 

The funeral \vas attended by many 
representatives from the Federation 
and neighboring trade locals and Mr. 
Asire of South Bend, president of the 

I.B.E.W* State Council, and also a 
host of contractors* 

“Nonn” probably could have been 
appointed or elected to an Interna- 
tional Office years ago but he had no 
aspiration for this. He was only lU' 
terested in the welfare of Local S73 
and its members and he gave his life 
for those aims* He rightfully could 
be called '*Mr* 873.” 

To a local of our size it is indeed 
a great blow* His loyalty, honesty 
and unionism could ne^-'er and were 
never challenged* May be rest in 
peace. 

Our young president, Mr. Edward 
Rayl was appointed business agent 
by the Executive Board, to fill out 
the term. “Eddie” must have the 
closest cooperation and in return he 
must cooperate. May he have the 
best of luck. 

Work has been a little slack in our 
territory. We expected much more 
work from the new Bunker Hill base 
than has been a%"ailable. It is an 
age-old racket where the prime con- 
tractor gets the velvet and trade con- 
tractors are forced down to cost to 
even get a job. Of coui'se these low 
prices are of no savings to the Gov- 
ernment. It only plushes the pocket- 
books of the large general contrac- 
tors. 

Every local should get behind the 
bill so the Government will leave bids 
pertaining to the individual crafts 
who want to bid independently.

The grievance board has settled 
satisfactorily, the case of five mem- 
berm, w lui, wliile al work (overtime) 
became intoxicated and were fired. 
Because of long ami heretofoi'e satis- 
factoj-y service, some were treateii 
more leniently than others, but all 
are working again. 

This is an €*xample of the undesir- 
ability of overtime >vork— no super- 
vision except a worker’s own self 
control, which after the regular hours 
often reaches the ragged edge. 

We, who have no desire for liquor 
have no right to judge with harsh* 
ness the ones whose appetite is hard 
to eurh* We may know that it is as 
hazardous, for others, as well as our- 
selves to work among machinery* 
when our react tons are slowed by 
drink, and there is nobody around to 
smidi the worker's breath.
